Rome, May 3.—The

Signor Alcide de Gasperi, today called on the 
United States, Britain and France: for help in 
winning the return to Italy of the Free Territory 


of Trieste. ' 


Speaking in the Senate,

that Italy should withdraw from the Atlantic Pact 


and the Western Hneup. 


He orediirmed the Ttahan 
Government's intentlon af 
working with the Western 
Powers for the estiblishment 01 
peace and of seeking a solution 
to the Trieste problem within 
this framework. 

But he  ocemanded effective 
intervention by the — three 
Western Allies to prevent the 
“B" Zone of the Free Territory 
of Trictste from being annexed 
by “Yuyoslavia, 

“We asic nothing that could 
disturb the constructive work of 
the Allies for peace nor that 
which would affect the honour 
and interests of Yuvoslavia.” 

The Prime Minister demons- 
trated the Italiin. Government's 
firm determination to Hold tie 
three Western Allies to their 
declaration of March, 1948, that 
the whole of Trieste ‘should be 
returned to Kaly. 

Signor de Gasperi admitted 
that the Allied declaration car- 
ried no obligation of immediate 
nation, cince ‘this wis condition~ 
Al upon the consent of Russia, 
fourth ‘signatory of tho 
Hallan peace treaty. 

DEMANDS REPARATIONS 

Amidst stormy applause, 
Signor de Gaspert announced 
that the Government had sent 
to all the Powers concerned, 
including Yuroslavia, full docu~ 
mentation of the campalgn of 
violence earritd out In tho 
Yugoslav Zone of Trieste during. 
the administrative clectlons on 
April 16, ; 

“we demand justice and re- 
parations,” be declared. He also 
demanded the return to the 
Zone, with all guarantees of 
safety, of 147 Italians who have 
fled from the - reprisals carried 
out affainst thore who refused 
to vote. 

Signor de Gasperi made no 
mention of Marshal  Tito’s two 
declarations last week, in whieh 
the Yurostlav Premier offered 
nejtotiations but on a basis 
which Itallan spokesmen had 
declared to be inacceptable,

Proper Feeding Important 


Before An 


Operation 


By H, N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


T used to be thought that the 
patient undergoing serious 
operation fared better when 
kept on scanty rations both be- 
fore and after his session with 
the surgeon. ae 
Today, we know proper feed: 
ing of such patients is one of 
the biggest factors in speeding 
their recovery, It is of chief 
importance to supply enough 
protein, the material needed for 
rebuilding and repairing tissues. 
Proteins come from such foods 
as meat, miuk, ens, beans and 
peas and wholegrain cereals, 


Amino Acids 


Proteins are made up of sub- 
stances known us amino acids, 
How much protein the patient 
needs following operation de- 
pends on how much has ‘been 
lost before and during the 
operation and on the length of 
the recovery period. The greater 
the loss, the greater the need 
for replacing the protein in 
order to lessen the surgical risk 
and hasten recovery. 

The vuluc of the protein de- 
pends upon the Kind of amino 
acid it contains, There are 
nbout ten amino acids which 
cannot be made In the body, and 
these must be supplied in the 
form of protein foods which 
contain them or by giving what 
are’ known as protein hydro- 
lysat These are proteins 
which have been broken down 
by chemical processes into 
amino acids and which can be 
given by mouths. Ono of the 
essential amino acids cannet be 
substituted for another, 


Of course, other focd sub- 


his | stances ore necessary in order 


that the Frotgins may be 
properly utilised. This includes 
minernls and vitamins. Even if 
only onc of the necessary amino 
acids is lacking, there ‘s inter- 
{erence in the formation of body 
tissues, despite the fact the 
other amino ncids are adequate- 
ly supplied. . 

There may be cases in which 
the patient is unable to take 
food. For example, there may 
be o tumour present which 
blocks ahe food passages, ond an 
artificial opening in the small 
intesting may be required, into 
which the food may be ploced.

Tho cables declared that any 
Anglo-Egyptian settement - of 
the Sudan question will not be 
accepted by the Sudancso unless 
(t fulfils all the demands. The 
Bloc also demanded an im- 
mediate Anglo-Egyption declara- 
tion, to bo endorsed by the 
United Nations, for the im- 
mediate evacuation of forelgn 
troops, , 


It aloo demanded that the 
declaration include immediate 
liquidation of the present rule 
and establishment of a Sudancso 
democratic government which 
would shape the kind of rule 
acceptable to the Sudanese 
people. 


The cables added that a me- 
morandum supporting tho de 
mands would shortly be sent to 
the Britlsh and Egyptian Go-
